MEMORIES OF CHAUVIN 


SPORTS AND PATROITISM 


(The following- poem was written 
by one who left Chauvin some time 
ago, and expresses -in simple language 
the thoughts of the writer towards 
us. We are not privileged to publish 
the author’s name—Editor) 


There are two sides to every question. 

For instance’ there is a sharp division of opinion as 
to what date should be set for the Chauvin Sports Day. 

One section of the community favor holding Chauvin 
Spoils Day. on Dominion Day. They favor this day for 
sincerely patriotic reasons, this* day being the anniver¬ 
sary of the Confederation. In fact Canada’s national 
day. and as<such to be observed. 

Another {section d<> not favor this May for the Chau¬ 
vin Sports Day. Not from lack of patriotism, but from a 
practical view-point. Mainly this Section is composed of 
the old guard of workers, who in the past have carried on 
and have attained splendid results. This section base 
their opposition to July 1st on their experience in the 
past years, and knowledge of present cjt.ditio.ug. 

If the reader will bear patiently with us, we will 
endeavour‘to outline the reason for this. On the first 
occasion of a Chauvin Sports Day, the country was still 
very sparsely settled. The earlier settlement around 
Manitou Lake had already held their sports on July 1st 
the year before, and as an act of courtesy as well as ne¬ 
cessity, Chauvin chose July 4th. Wainwright starting 
the same year chose July 1st. Until the present year 
this arrangement has been approved, and this arrang- 
ment has proved profitable. The choice of July 4th was 
not, as some suppose, a machination of a few Americans, 
nor was Chas. Kirby the orginator of this dating. 

In support of continuing the Chauvin Sports Day on 
a dating other than the 1st of July this section are entitl¬ 
ed to point to the many improvements on the Chauvin 
sports ground—the diamond, the fencing around it, the 
grandstand, the racecourse, the football (iekl etc.—and to 
the maiiitainence each year of a baseball team, ($400.00 
yearly). They feel that a continuance df the past policy 
will ensure a continuance of their efforts to put in more 
improvements, the need of which is commonly recognized 
by all. They maintain that the reason why a Sports Day 
on July 1st would not render profit to provide for these 
infprovements, is that Manitou Lake, Wainwright, Pro¬ 
vost and Neutral Hills all have their Sports Day on that 
date, attracting the crowds, and preventing the ball teams 
from coming to Chauvin, as in the past. The absence of 
the hall teams would mean the absence of the customary 
large crowd and their admission money (amounting last 
year to $472.40. It is but fair to state that WITH this 
big gate money there is little opportunity to make Sports 
day profitable. Last year, for instance the total monies 
received amounted to $1423.55. The expenditures all 
told were $1299.75, leaving a profit of $123.80. Now bear

Dissolve 2 ounces of strychnine 
crystals in equal part of vinegar and 
water one quart of each. When dis¬ 
solved add sugar to sweeten it well 
and enough wheat to soak up all the 
liquid. Let the grain stand in the 
liquid for 2 days, and then set it out 
for the gophers. This makes strong 
bait and one kernel will kill any goph¬ 
er that samples it. The main point 
in poisoning gophers is t'oi get the 
poison out early in the spring. No 
use waiting until June when the land 
is infested with the rodents: kill them 
before they breed.

BY-LAW NO. 1-21 OF THE RURAL 

MUNICIPALITY OF MANITOU 
LAKE, NO. 442 

A By-Law Relating to Seed Grain 
Loans. 

- Under the authority of the Muni¬ 
cipal Seed Grain Act 1917. 

The Council of the Rural Munici¬ 
pality of Manitou Lake, No. 442, en¬ 
acts as follow-s: 

1. This Municipality may for the 
spring- seeding season of ■ 1921, ad¬ 
vance seed grain on 1 credit to resident 
farmers within the Municipality who, 
owing to bad crops or other adverse 
conditions, are Unable to procure the 
same, and the council may, to enable 
it to make such advances, borrow up¬ 
on the note or notes (Promissory) of 
the Municipality $6,000.00 for the pur¬ 
chase of a supply thereof r^or disti'i- 
bution. 

2. Thei pui-cha^e price, of all grain

CHAUVIN 


(to be continued next week) 
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There are many definite counts 
against the one-cash-crop system. 
The distress that comes when the 
market for the one crop fails is the 
one most in the minds of the farmers 
today. It should be remembered that 
similar distress is sure to come when 
drouth or other circumstances causes 
the one crop toi fail. 

These two counts alone, however 
are. not enough for conviction. The 
one-cash-crop farmer who considers 
them the only drawbacks to his sys¬ 
tem. is too likely to take a chance on 
fhe weather, the insects, and the 
market. 

There are other counts against the 
system—counts that are of vital im¬ 
portance to successful farming. 

In the first,place, too large an acre¬ 
age in one crop fails to provide for 
the rotation of crops and the build 
ing up of soil jfertility. In spite io£ its 
obviousness, and in spite of the fact 
that it has been emphasized to the 
limit for many years, the reminder 
again seems pertinent that oats after 
oats and wheat after wheat—year 
after year in the same fields—steadi¬ 
ly decreases the fertility of the soil. 
Over a period of years, this' decrease 
will far more than balance any extra 
profits that may be made from the 
one-cash-crop in years when /both 
market conditions are especially fav¬ 
orable . 

Again, the one-cash-crop system 
fails to produce suficient food for the 
family and feed for the live-stock. 
This is a point which often gets too 
little i consideration but which has 
been recently emphasized by condi¬ 


tions in many sections. 

Take for instance the experience of 
the exclusive grain grower last year. 
When the crop production season be¬ 
gan, they figured that with wheat 
over $2.00 they could afford to buy 
most of their food and feed. ■F'o|r 
these products they paid '“boom-1ime” 
prices. They borrowed money to 
buy, feeling sure that the $2.00 wheat 
they were raising would enable them 
to pay easily when they mfuketed 
their crop. Naturally it was a severe 
jolt for these farmers when the sell¬ 
ing season found the bottom falling 
out of grain prices and big debts 
coming due., 

No manufacturer could hope to suc¬ 
ceed by operating- his 1 plant on only 
a half-time basis. No merchant 
could make enough to live on, if his 
store were practically closed during 
six months of the year.. Or, to carry 
the oomparison still further, a- mer¬ 
chant might have a big and profitable 
trade on rubber hots during the wet 
season, yet he couldn’t afford to; “run 
out of stock” on his otther goods and 
be busy only when rubber boots were 
in demand. 

Finally, the one-cash-crop system 
in good years and bad, produces a 
cash income but once during the year. 
Many farmers who follow, the system 
must pay high interest each yefer on 
money borrowed to tide them 'Over 
until the'cash crop can be marketed. 

Nothing in the foregoing is aimed 
to discourage the grooving of wheat in 
the regions to which the crop is suit¬ 
ed. The crop will always be the, 
main stay of the Western Canadian 


and yielding- qualities. Because, how¬ 
ever, of the superior quality of Mar¬ 
quis, these cannot command a higher 
position, and their use must be of 
local significance. They are all cross¬ 
bred wheats. Huron is a cross be¬ 
tween Ladoga and Red Fife. 

Ladoga is a wheat 'of inferior mill¬ 
ing and baking qualities. It possesses 
a red berry. It is used to some ex¬ 
tent in the moist areas of this pro¬ 
vince. It is used very extensively 
for crossing purposes, because of its 
early maturing characteristics. 

Kitchener is high in yield, high in 
quality, rather short, and strong in 
the straw and medium early matur¬ 
ing. It does not appear to be repro¬ 
ducing itself very true to type, al- 
triough tests are not of sufficiently 
long i standing to classify it. 

Pioneer is a wheat that is earlier 
tlian Marquis and longer in the straw 
than Prelude. It has a bearded head, 
and a hard red berry. The straw is 
rather weak, rusts badly, and is| sub¬ 
ject to lodging. It yields less than 
Marquis, but more than Prelude. It 
is high in milling- and baking qualities, 
of good appearance,' and satisfactory 
weight per bushel. It is a good wheat 
for all areas where earliness and fail- 
length of straw are desired. 

Prelude is a wheat of high, quality 
and low yield. It is ten days or more 
earlier than Marquis, and considerably 
shorter in the straw. It possesses a 
bearded head, which shatters under 
the slightest provocation. If allowed 
to. become quite ripe the loss from 
shattering is very heavy. This var¬ 
iety may find a place in areas where 
Marquis and Pioneer cannot with cer¬ 
tainty be grown. 

Ruby is a new hard Pied wheat. It 
is high in both baking and milling 
qualities, and yields similarly to Pi¬ 
oneer. As compared with Pioneer, 
however, it has the advantage of be¬ 
ing stronger in the straw and beard¬ 
less. This wheat has been tested for 
a number of years at the experimental 
satisfactory results. It should com¬ 
mand a place,where Prelude has hith¬ 
erto been employed, as it is quite su¬ 
perior in nilupsprets except curliness. 

Red Bobs is a new hard wheat that 
has been given much ■ prominence 
during the past two years. It has 
not been tested sufficiently in Alberta, 
however, to be passed upon at this 
time from tests conducted at. Ver¬ 
million and Clatesholm for two and 
one years respectively it has not yield 
ed so well as the Prelude,, which, is 
our lowest yielding standard what, 
our ibwest yielding standard wheat 

,Winter wheat is grown in several 
sections of this province. Among the 
desired qualities in winter wheat 
hardiness, quality and productiveness 
are considered of major importance. 
Alberta Red and Ghirka are all being 
used with success. 


Indian wheat, and Red Fife. 

Red Fife is high in yield, high in 
quality, long in the straw, and com-* 
paratively late in maturing. The head 
of this wheat i^ scarcely as broad as 
Marquis and is less harsh to the touch 
It is beardy, shatters somewhat, and, 
in contrast with Marquis, threshes 
with comparative ease and complete¬ 
ness. It is suited to the lighter, .ear¬ 
lier types of soil; to'the driest parts 
of the province, to ali areas where 
early frosts are not fqared, and to 
those areas where long straty is de 
sired. 

Early Red Fife is a hard red wheat 
of high milling and baking qualities. 
The head of this wheat looks very like 
Red Fife, and possesses similar shat¬ 
tering propensities. The straw is 
shorter than that of Red Fife, and 
equally strong. Early Red Fife riv¬ 
als Marquis in earliness, productive¬ 
ness, drought resistance, and strength 
of straw. 

Huron Stanley, and Preston are all 
inferior in quality, especially baking 
quality, to' both Red Fife and Marquis 
It is true the two former have many 
friends in parts of the province be 
cause of their satisfactory earliness

THE SUITABLE VARIETIES OF 


SMALL GRAINS FOR ALBERTA 


The most suitable varieties of 
spring wheat for Central Alberta 
must combine high yield and high 
quality. In addition tot these, early 
maturing, non shattering propensity, 
wtih strong straw, and disease resist¬ 
ance are characteristics to be desired. 

Marquis is high in yield, high In 
qu/allty, father short in the straw, 
and early in maturing. It possesses a 
beardy head of medium length, which 
resists shattering, but threshes with 
considerable difficulty. This variety 
Is more likely to give satisfactory re¬ 
sults than Red Fife on heavy soils, on 
fallowed lands, in moist regions where 
fall frosts are feared, and in those 
areas where a short straw is preferred 
Despite all its good features. It Is 
scarcely early enough to avoid fall 
frosts in some wheat-growing sections 
in this province. It Is the result of a 
cross between Hard Red Calcutta, an

During past recent years the .one- 
cash-crop system was favored by ab¬ 
normal war (conditions. Wheat sole! 
at such a, price that growers ^seemed 
justified in forgetting all about oats, 
barley and rye, while fhey devoted 
every resource to the “big money” 
crops. Compared with wheat other 
farm products seemed insignificant. 
So many farmers neglected meat, 
dairy and poultry products, got away 
from his system of rotating crops, 
and practically converted his farm in¬ 
to a wheat 'factory. In many sec¬ 
tions of the prairie provinces the pre¬ 
war trend toward diversified farming 
was checked. It was easier to raise 
wheqt. The guaranteed price as¬ 
sured safety plus good profits. Farm¬ 
ers to a' great extent forsook the di¬ 
versified system and devoted their re- 
sourses to cashing in on wheat. 

The temporary conditions that gave 
allurement to the one-cash-erep sys¬ 
tem have passed, however. Now, as 
before the war, the case against that 
system is 1 cleancu t and convincing. 
It is not a business-like system. Like 
most other “get-rich-quick” schemes, 
it is crammed full of hazards. it 
simply won’t do for the farmer who 
effects to tay in business and enjoy 
steady prosperity.

THE INCOME TAX

It is generally realized that revenue 
for carrying on- public affairs and pay¬ 
ing interest on our war-debt, must be 
provided and for doing this the in¬ 
come tax has much to recommend it. 
But the method of collecting might be 
improved. The government in this 
matter act in a paternal capacity, but 
the average individual is beginning to 
realize that this paternal government 
is a grandfather in his second child¬ 
hood. It has too many second 
thoughts and requests for additional 
information Filling out an income 
tax return is quite a task for the aver¬ 
age individual, but in most cases all 
the information asked for is given and 
an honest return filed. But that Is 
not the end :of the matter. Very often 
the tax payer is bombarded for addi¬ 
tional information. Some of these 
requests appear to question one’s hon- 
out forms to be filled in it would ap¬ 
pear reasonable to, expect It to ac¬ 
cept the information tendered except 
in cases of palpable error. If it is 
not the intention to accept the inform¬ 
ation filed, then some ptlier means 
should be devised for getting it. In 
the majority of capes the individual 
feels that he is burdepecl by an un¬ 
just tariff tax. Why proceed to make 
them sore by the manner of collecting 
the income tax. a tax which ps con¬ 
sidered reasonable r -and just?.; 

Why not bring the tax-payer and 
tax collector face to fa^e. This long 
range business is not satisfactory. 
Why not appoint some man in each 
municipality or district, the secretary- 
treasurer of the municipality, a bank¬ 
er. lawyer, ,or other competent party, 
before whom one could appear and file 
hi s income, tax return, between cer¬ 
tain fixed dates .after the New Year? 
Many persons at the , present time 
-ave lawyer or banker fill out their 
returns. Under the suggested ar¬ 
rangement an indivirual would bring 
the necessary information and with 
the assistance of tax collector, make 
out his' return. The collector would 
calculate the amount of tax due, if 
any, the person pay'his tax, get his 
receipt and copy of return, and the 
matter would be ended for a year. 
In case of dispute of mistake the right 
to appeal should be the privilege -of 
either party. »
